However, 
the fact that the other vehicle -was illegally parked is not an 
intervening factor tfhich would relieve us of liability for damages, 
li the owner of the other car presents a claim, this office will 
recommend payment under the administrative settlement authority 

of the .so-called Federal Tort Claims Act. 

3, Re case 00150, in view of the lack of witnesses, it will 
be extremely difficult to prove negligence on the part of the driver 
of the other vehicle, although we are making claim against the 
American Automobile Association for the amount of the damages,
